Grand  Tour  of  Europe 


It  is  becoming  an  acknowledged  Tact 
that  the  juvenile  problem,  once  confined 
to  the  city  itself,  is  becoming  a  subject 
of  concern  in  the  suburbs. 

Recognizing  the  problem,  the  Evans¬ 
ton  youth  commission  called  the  meeting 
of  juvenile  workers  in  law  enforcement 
from  throughout  municipalities  in  sub¬ 
urban  Cook  County. 

We  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  ju¬ 
venile  court  system.  An  Arlington 
Heights  jurist  is  the  chief  juvenile  court 
judge.  He  is  Walter  P.  Dahl  who  is  be¬ 
coming  increasingly  well  known  for  his 
work  in  the  field,  jf  juvenile  law  en¬ 
forcement. 

Certainly,  decentralization  of  the  ju¬ 
venile  court  system,  providing  more  and 
better  facilities  for  suburban  commu¬ 
nities  is  worth  consideration. 

However,  Sgt.  Maurice  English,  of  the 
Arlington  Heights  police  department,  in 
attendance  at  the  meeting,  pointed  to  one 
area  of  decentralization  he  believes  will 
weaken  rather  than  -strengthen  the  court 

-Sgt.  English  said  that  there  was  dis¬ 
cussion  at  the  Evanston  meeting  about 


answer  to  delinquency 

But  probation  must  be  properly  en¬ 
forced  and  administered.  English  be¬ 
lieves.  Probation  officers  must  be  high¬ 
ly  trained,  dedicated  officials  who  are 
real  professionals. 

There  is  room,  of  course,  for  volun¬ 
teers  to  work,  with  trained  probation  of¬ 
ficers  in  the  supervision  of  delinquents. 
But  this  is  an  area  where  the  respon¬ 
sibility  is  loo  great  to  depend  on  less 
than  a  professional. 

Of  course  such  professionals  are  ex¬ 
pensive.  We  believe,  however,  that  it 
is  a  greater  financial  burden  on  the  pub¬ 
lic  to  have  inadequate  probation  supervi¬ 
sion.  The  money  saved  the  people 
through  probation  supervision,  as  com¬ 
pared  to  confinement,  is  quite  significant. 

We  hope  the  juvenile  court  will  en¬ 
courage  as  many  volunteers  as  possible. 
We  hope.  too.  that  these  volunteers  are 
assigned  to  full-time,  professional,  well- 
paid  probation  officers.
